INTERPRETATION IN COURTS, ETC. 

Hon. A. P. MacEwen—Sir, I will moroly pat 
tho question of which I have given notioa I 
think that some six or aaven weeks ago your Ex- 
collancy promised a commission to inquire into 
this important matter.

Somo important correspondence has lately 
passed between the Hougkong and Singapore 
Governments and the Chambers of Commerce of 
the two Colonies respecting a proposed British 
trade dollar. Tho whcle of the correspondence 
has been collected by the Singapore Chamber of 
Commerce and published in pamphlet form, in- 
cluding preqiona’ dorrespondence going back a3 
for os 1876. The following is the portion re- 
terring to tho present phase of the question :— 
EXTRACT FROM BEPORT OF THE AUDITOR- 

GENERAL OF THE STRAITA SETTLEMENTS, 

DATED JUNE, 1886. 
29.—Befors oldsing, a few words on the onr-
